And  often  in  the  later 
part  of  May  we  get  three  to  four  feet  of  snow.  Many 
plants  can  be  found  blooming  in  the  snow  all  winter.

1  Dwarf  Rocky  Mountain  Blue  Spruce 

The  Glory  of  the  Spruce  is  in  its  foliage  which  is  an  intense  blue.  3  year  old.  Pot  grown.

Lovely  blue.  Flowers  with  long  spurs.  No  rock  garden  is  complete  without  this 
beautiful  plant.

2  Mountain  Viola  Pansy  Plants 

This  is  a  hardy  Mette  Pansy.  They  began  to  flower  in  February.  Even  beneath  the 
snow.  Are  in  full  bloom  the  first  part  of  March  at  a  period  when  all  other  sorts  of 
Pansies  begin  to  bud  only.  And  continue  to 'flower  all  summer.  The  flowers  are  very 
large  and  fragrant. 

1  Rocky  Mountain  Shasta  Daisy 

Very  early.  Free  flowering.  White  flowers. 

1  Kinnikinic — a  Red  Berried  Evergreen 

Very  dwarf.  Runs  over  the  ground  not  over  6  inches  high.  Pretty  pink*  flowers.  This 
is  a  native  of  the  high  elevations  of  the  Rocky  Mountains.
